can't do anything about it while 
the people, 
ignoring dangerous 


figures, 
keep right on electing,

advising folks on what they ought 
to get — instead of what they ought 
to keep. 


Common sense tells you that the 


biggest inflalor of all is a politician 
with a hatful of money not his 
own. 


He would "conlrol" inflation by 


slapping orders 
against private 


business, but continue fanning the 
flames with record public spending. 
/The arms programs is besidf; the- 
•9aint. -That Hrogram wo do havti 
to carry, out. Cut all the more 
reason for retrenchment o£ every 
federal activity not directly contri- 
buling to defense. 


For instance, the government is 


criticizing private finance for "con- 
tribution to inflation" by loaning 
money for construction of private 
housing; yet the government goes 
right ahead 
with public housing 


, projects guaranteed — and in part 
tit-rtain to be paid for — by federal 
Taxes. 


So dishonorable is the position 


the governmenl finds ilsclf in lhal 
in order to cul off Ihe flow of 
privale housing loans from the 
big insurance companies it has to 
manipulate the market on federal 
bonds. The government sells bonds 
to private citizens at ?100 par, 
manipulates Ihem down to $96.50 
(today's quotation on a. blue-ribbon 
issue), then buys them back — and

It you or I were to do such a 


thing, as the officer of a company 
issuing its own securities, the gov-

Mistreatment 
of Mexican 
Labor Denied

A plantation owner last night an-1 
fii'ily denied that he 
mistreated 


Mexican workers he imported to 
pick his cotton. 


W. T. Jamison issued his state- 


ment shortly after a joint U. S.- 
Moxieo committee toured his f!00- 
aerc farm near here in an investi- 
gation demanded by the Mexican 
government. 


The check came after about (10 


of the 150 men Jamison 
trucked 


from Eagle Pass, Texas, deserted 
the plantation and walked 100 miles 
to Memphis to ask the 
Mexican 


consul. Angel Cano, told him he 
was going to try lo cancel the con- 
tract under which about 70 of the 
men remain on the planntion. 


The committee itself— made up 


of Cano and W. O. Crittcnden of 
Atlanta, a department of labor rep- 
resentative— refused to comment 
on the all-day hearing. 


"They want to cancel my con- 


tract and make me pay the cosl of 
moving those men back to Mexico," 
Jamison said. "If they do, I won't 
move those men one step." 


Jamison branded as false charges 


that the Mexicans had to live in 
barracks-like buildings without fac- 
ilities for water and only one stove 
per building for heat and cooking. 


"There are two water pumps in 


each barracks," he said, "and 
nine stoves in the five buildings." 


He added that the men were paid 


according to contract specification, 
averaging from $19 to $34 per week, 
according to the amount of cotton 
picked. 


Forty-nine of the Mexicans who 


made the long trek across West 
Tennessee were bedded down in a 
Memphis hotel, awaiting transpor- 
tation south of the border. 


Several of them told Cano that 


some of them who left the planta- 
"on were thrown in jail.
